To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of the Town of Waltham: 


| am pleased to present herewith the 115th annual 
report for the Waltham School Department. 


During the year the following teachers were em- 
ployed: 


School Teacher Leneth of Service 
Stetson Helen Mace 13 weeks 
Stetson Gracia Hooper 23 weeks 
Longfellow Olive Giles 36 wecks 


We were fortunate this past year to find certified 
teachers for each school. In addition to providing bet- 
ter instruction for the children, it is a financial advan- 
tage for the town to employ certified teachers because 
both state subsidy on teaching positions and equaliza- 
tion fund formulas provide a larger credit for certified 
than for uncertified positions, 
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The town should give immediate consideration to 
improving the Longfellow, or Lower School. The build- 
ing is in such poor condition that I consider it a men- 
ace to the good health of all who must work in it. It is 
almost impossible even on tair days to get along witii- 
out artificial hehting. A large heating unit was install- 
ed this winter, but it could not raise the temperature 
above fifty degrees during the cold weather. The fault 
is not in the furnace but in the building which does not 
hold the heat. Time alone will tell what poor hghting 
and a eold building have done to the children who ai- 
tend this school. My remarks are concerned with the 
Longfellow building because it is in the worse condi- 
tion. The Stetson building, too, would score very low 
if its eondition were checked. It is my recommenda- 
tion that the town plan a program of school building 
improvement’ with definite goals set for each year. 
With the amounts now being spent on school opera- 
tion, :t would be poor business not to give our workers 
—teachers and pupils—comfortable surroundings and 
adequate tools. A good building is not the least of these. 

In addition to proper buildings, our boys and girls 
are in need of maps, globes, reference books and other 
teaching materials. Some of these items are on hand, 
but are so old and badly used up as to be almost use- 
less, 


I would say a word about the idea that but one 
school should be operated beginning next September. 
I do not hesitate to say that this idea would have no 
edueational advantage; in fact, it would be a step back- 
ward. The only thing that I can see to recommend it is 
a reduction in the appropriation needed for 1948-49. 
Asa result of the lower school tax rate that would fol- 
low, the town would not qualify for equalization funds | 
after this vear and state school funds would be reduc- 
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: bof y . 
ed because of loss of subsidy on one position and a re- 


duction in subsidy on the other. Thus while a smaller 
appropriation would be affected in 1948, a town appro- 
priation close to the recommendation for the year 
1J+5-49 would be necessary in 1949 for the operation 
OL Olly One school. lt might be well to consider, too, 
tuat, while this idea might be acceptable to one teacher, 
tucre are many more who would hesitate at taking as 
large a school as would result from combining two 
schoois. 


In the early part of September, 1947, Merle S. 


Goodwin, who was Superintendent of Schools for 
School Union No. 89, of which Waltham was a part, 
resigned to take a larger superintendency. On the re- 
commendation of the Committee on Regrouping of 
Towns tor School Unions, Union 89 was dissolved and 
school affairs in each of the towns were placed under 
the direction of an agent of the Commissioner of iidu- 
cation. The law provides that such an agent has the 
same duties and responsibilities ag a superintendent 
of schools. There is no change in the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the town or of the superintending 
school committee. School adminisiration and super- 
vision-is handled just as though Waltham were a mem- 
ber of a school union employing its own superintend- 
ent, 


I take this occasion to announce the appointment 


of Mr. C. Everett Page of Bangor as local school . 


agent. Mr. Page will take over on a part-time basis 
much of the work T have been doing. In view of his 
training and experience in the field of elementary edu- 
eation and his record as superintendent of schools, I 


feel that the town of Waltham is fortunate in having 
his services, 


bo 
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tn the financial report for the year just closed, | 
would point out that there was an overdraft of $3885.71 
earried forward from 1946-47 and that there was no 
increase in the 1947 appropriation over that of 1946. 
As a result of a considerable increase in both state 
school fund and equalization fund, this overdraft was 
{aken care of and a balance of $232.36 is available for 
1948-49. A reduction of $700.00 in the equalization es- 
timate for 1948 should be noted. This is the result of a 
position filled during the 1946-47 school year by a non- 
certified teacher. The same position cost the town 
£460.00 in state school fund subsidy in December 1947. 


I would also point out that the amounts recom- 
mended in the budget for 1948-49 are minimums which 
are based on present costs of operation. There is no 
enarantee, with the present changing price structure, 
that these minimums will be sufficient. The estimates 
of income are based on continued distribution of state 
funds at rates in use during the past year. If the town 
raises the minimum appropriation recommended it is 
possible that it may share in the distribution of equal- 
ization funds in December, 1949.

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NURSE’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Waltham: 


I herein submit a brief statement of services ren- 
dered by the town by the Hancock County Tuberculosis 
and Health Association for the period January 1, 1947 
to December 31, 1947. 


During the year eleven visits have been made in 
the town at which times the schools were visited for 
the purpose of giving classroom inspection to check 
upon seven point pupils and to give individual inspec- 
tion to those absent when the annual inspection was 
elven. 


The State Division of Tuberculosis Control spon- 
sored two chest x-ray clinies during April and October, 
held at the City Hall, Ellsworth, for all County pa- 
tients and contacts. Two attended from Waltham and 
received chest x-rays. 


The Vollmer tuberculin patch test was given a 
suspicious case, which was negative in reaction. 


The health work in the schools has been much the 
same as in previous years—routine weighing and meas- 
uring, the Snellen’s test for vision, the whisper test 
for hearing, inspection of teeth, throat, and for pos- 
tural defects, the skin for rashes, sores, and personal 
cleanliness, as well as for symptoms of infectious dis- 
cases. The results of the annual inspection are as fol- 


~ 
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lows: No defective vision or hearing was found; 14 
pupils have decayed teeth, 3 of which have permanent 
teeth decay; 2 pupils with abnormal throat, and ob- 
struction of nose; 3 pupils 20% or more overweight; 1 
biting fingernails, possibly nervousness. __ 


Of the 22 pupils inspected, 16 were found with 
remedial detects and 6 eligible for Health Certificates. 
Since previous inspections 3 pupils have had glasses 
changed and 8 dental corrections. Notifications were 
sent to the homes giving the defects found in the in- 
dividual child. 


The services rendered the town of Hancock Coun- 
ty are financed through the sale of Christmas Seals 
and by the town appropriations for which we wish to 
éxpress our thanks and appreciation.

To the Superintending School Committee and 
Citizens of the Town of Waltham: 

It is a pleasure to present the annual report of 
your school department for inclusion in the 116th an- 
nual meeting. 

During the year the following teachers were em- 
ployed: 


School Teacher Length of Service 
Stetson Gracia Hooper 13 weeks 
Marguerite Gould 15 weeks 
Charles Hass 8 weeks 
Longfellow Olive Giles 36 weeks 


In view of the teacher shortage, the town has been 
fortunate in securing certified teachers for the past 
municipal year. This was accomplished only after great 
personal effort on the part of Mr. Page who wanted to 
provide the best available teachers — primarily, so 
that the boys and girls of Waltham would have the best 
Opportunity possible; secondarily, because it is to the 
town’s financial advantage, under present laws, to em- 
ploy certified teachers. This last is evidenced by the in- 
crease in State School Fund for 1948 and equalization 


money allocated for 1949, as shown in the comparative 
budget. ; 
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The repair work done at the Longfellow School 
has made a tremendous change. Comfortable and plea- 
sant surrounding are reflected in the attitudes and pro- 
egress of all children at the school. The members of the 
superintending school committee are to be commended 
for their interest and efforts in getting this splendid 
piece of work done. They were encouraged no doubt by 
the fine attitude manifested by the townspeople in the 
1948 meeting and by the support and interest of the 
various municipal officers and citizens. Citizens should 
call at the school and see the change for themselves. 
The remaining part of the old classroom will serve well 
as a measure of improvement. The ample shelf and 
storage space has been a great help in developing pro- 
jects of various kinds as well as in making teaching 
materials and study helps immediately available to all 
pupils. 


With improvement in the school building accom- 
plished, we must continue to seek the best instructional 
aids for our classroom. Much of our school equipment 
has been long needing replacement. This is particular- 
ly true of reference materials, maps and library and 
reading materials. 


Preparing a school budget during a legislative 
year is rather difficult. It is especially so this present 
year because there have been several proposals which, 
if enacted, will have an effect on the financial needs 
-of the towns. Among the proposals that would affect 
Waltham are bills concerning teachers’ salaries, equal- 
ization fund, and high school tuition. As the various 
bills are still under consideration by the Legislature, - 
it has been necessary to prepare a school budget based 
on present laws. If there are major changes which will 
require additional funds, the matter will be brought to 
the attention of the town. 
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We wish to thank teachers and parents, school and | 
town officials, and all who have assisted us during the 
past year. |

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NURSE’S REPORT

To the Selectmen of the town of Waltham, Maine: 

I hereby submit a brief report of services rendered 
the town of Waltham by the Hancock County Tuber- 
culosis & Health Association for period January 1, 
1948 to December 31, 1948. 

During the year the usual number of visits have 
been made to the town at which times the school has 
been visited for the purpose of giving classroom in- 
spections to check up on the seven point pupils and to 
give individual inspection to those absent when the 
annual inspection was given. The school nursing and 
health education program continues much as before 
with matters primarily arising out of public educa- 
tional health and nursing service problems. 

Kntering children and those in the third, sixth and 
ninth grades should receive routine physical examina- 
tions by a physicain. The nurse can only give the in- 
spections and follow-up of the remedial defects and 
corrections when needed. We hope in the future to have 
each child given medical examination in the schools. 

The Vollmer Tuberculin Patch test was given all 
pupils of the Longfellow and Stetson schools, 24 in all 
making the schools 100%. All were negative in reaction. 
The State Division of Tuberculosis Control has spon- 
sored two clinics during the year, April and October. 
These are held at the Ellsworth City Hall. There was 
none to attend from Waltham this year. 

The annual physical inspection was given to the 
Stetson school pupils during February and the Long- 
fellow school December. 10. It consisted of the routine 
weighing and measuring, the Snellen’s test for vision, 
the whisper test for hearing, inspection of the teeth, 
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throat scalp, and for postural defects, the skin for 
rashes and sores, and personal cleanliness as well as 
for symptoms of infectious diseases. The results are

It is evident that there is a growing concern for 
health, not only among families, communities and 
states, but throughout the world. In spite of real ac- 
complishments, we all recognize that much still remains 
to be done in the Public Health Field. 


Public Health Nursing is concerned with the total 
health situation of the family. Because Waltham has 
a nurse employed by the Maine Public Health Associ- 
ation to do the school and tuberculosis work, your Gen- 
eralized Public Health Nurse’s part in the health pro- 
gram has consisted of working with postpartum pati- 
ents, infants and preschool children. Health super- 
vision calls have been made. The value of early immuni- 
zations and periodic physical examinations has been 
stressed. Social, nutrition and other health problems 
have been discussed. In June the infants and preschool 
children were invited to attend the Well Child Con- 
ference which was held at Eastbrook. Diphtheria, teta- 
nus and smallpox immunizations were offered at that 
time. 


The success of any public health program depends 
upon sound relationships and public understanding of 
its goals and accomplishments. I want to take this op- 
portunity to thank the Health Committee and the pub- 
lic in general for their cooperation and help in carrying 
on the health program.

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NURSE’S REPORT 
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To the Selectmen 


Town of Waltham, Maine. 


I herein submit a brief report of services ren- 
dered the Town of Waltham by the Hancock County 
Tuberculosis and Health Association for the period 
January 1, 1949 to December 31, 1949. 


During the year twenty-three visits have been 
made to the town at which time the schools have been 
visited for the purpose of giving classroom inspections, 
to check up on pupils having Seven Points of Health, or 
to give individual inspection to pupils absent when 
the annual inspection was given. 


The school nursing and health educational pro- 
eram continues much the same as previous years with 
‘matters primarily arising out of public educational 
health and nursing service problems. 


The annual physical inspection was given the 
Longfellow and Stetson Schools, December 9 which 
consisted of the routine weighing and measuring, the 
‘Snellen’s test for vision, the whisper test for hearing 
inspection of the teeth, throat, scalp, and for postural 
defects, the skin for rashes, sores, and personal clean- 
liness, as well as for infectious diseases, the results 
as follows: 


No. pupils having defective vision 1 
No. pupils having defective hearing 0 
No. pupils having decayed teeth 14 
No. pupils having permanent decayed teeth 5 
No. pupils having abnormal throat 1 


Of the 24 pupils inspected (16) were found to 
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have remedial defects, and (8) having Seven Points of 
Health. Since previous inspection (6) have had dental 
corrections and one vision correction with glasses. 


The State Division of Tuberculosis Control spon- 
sored two diagnostic Chest X-ray Clinies at the Ells- 
worth City Hall during April and October for Han- 
cock County patients. Three attended from Waltham 
and were x-rayed. 


Follow-up visits have been made to patients and 
contacts reported by the State Department. The ser- 
vice rendered the towns of Hancock County is finaneed 
through the sale of Christmas Seals and by the town 
uppropriation, for which we wish to express our thanks 
and appreciation to all who have given their interest 
'o make the work possible.

The financial status of the Town is presented on 
the Balance Sheet and comments regarding the various 
items, in the order of their appearance thereon, are as 
follows: 

Cash: 

The cash balance at the close of the year was on 
deposit at the Union Trust Co., Ellsworth, Maine. The 
check book balance was reeonciled with the bank state- 


ment as of February 28, 1950 and found to be in agree- 
ment. 


Accounts Recewable: | 

This receivable represents the amount due from 
the State as reimbursement for the State’s share of 
snow removal costs and pauper accounts. 


Taxes Receivable: 
The records of the Tax Collector were examined 


and the warrant of commitment was in agreement with 
the Assessors’ records. 


The commitment was accounted for by eash collee- 
tions of $6,653.27, abatements of $6.00, discount $83.19, 
tax hens $25.88 eel uncollected 1949 tn amounting 
to $129.56. 


Tax Liens: 


The tax liens on file with the Treasurer were exa- 
ined and found to be recorded at the Registry of 
Deeds in lsworth, Maine. 
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Deferred Revenue: 

Prepaid 1950 excise taxes were received prior to 
the closing of the books for 1949, and this credit is car- 
ried forward to the 1950 municipal year for proper ap- 
plication. 

Surplus : 

At the close of the municipal year, the Town had 
a net surplus of $2,565.51 as compared with $1,621.33 
the previous year. This amount is made up of the ap- 
propriated surplus (appropriation balance forward) 
of $1,533.21 plus the unappropriated surplus of 
$1,052.50. The items making up the appropriated sur- 
plus appear on Exhibit D and an analysis of change in 
unappropriated surplus is presented in Exhibit E of 
this report. 

Trust Funds: 

The Ministerial and School Fund and its invest- 
ments were examined and found properly invested. All 
income was credited to the school account. 

General: 

The fidelity bonds of the various Town Officials 
’ were examined and found to be in order and properly 
recorded, 

Revenue obtained from 1949 excise taxes. was 
checked with the receipts and found to be properly ac- 
counted for. All revenue from this source was credited 
to the surplus account. 

All unexpended balances required by law to be 
earried torward have been carried to 1950.

No 
freshmen entered high school this year. Three pupils 
will finish gerade eight in June. 

_ Major improvements the past year include a new 
floor laid in the Stetson School, new oil burners in- 
stalled in both buildings, and large fire extineuishers 
for each sehool. 

- The town should appropriate $2700.00 for the gen- 
eral school account and $400.00 for special school ac- 
counts. The general account recommendation is suf- 
ficient to ensure the town maximum participation in 
the state school fund and equalization fund allocations 
in December 1952 provided present laws continue in 
effect. 

The budget as planned is based on continuance of 
present laws. Legislation now under consideration by 
the 95th Legislature may have a material effect on 
schoo] financing in Waltham in future years. Among 
proposed bills is one which would simplify the formula 
for allocation of state school funds and another which 
would increase the maximum figure which receiving’ 
towns could charge for high school tuition. Hither, if 
enacted, will result in a need for increased local school 
appropriations in Waltham. The first bill, while gen- 
erally making increases to most towns, would decrease 
the state school fund allocation to Waltham; the second 
would increase the cost of high school tuition.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


January 1 to December 31, 1950 


Community organization and joint planning for 
health are rapidly expanding. Such joint planning is 
a sound and important step in public health progress. 
Gommunity health education and school health educa- 
tion are both important in this movement. 


Because the territory I cover is large the nursing 
service that can be given to any one town is limited. 
Following is a summary of some of the accomplish- 
ments for the vear 1950. Health supervision calls 
have been made to antepartum patients, infants, and 
preschool children. The importance of regular medi- 
cal supervision has been stressed. Special problems 
have been discussed with parents. In June infants, and 
preschool children attended the Well Child Conference 
held in Hastbrook. Physical examinations were given 
at that time, and immunizations against whooping 
cough, diphtheria, and tetanus were offered. 


We have made progress, but there is still mueh to 
be done. We must continue to emphasize the impor- 
tance of early immunization against whooping cough, 
diphtheria and tetanus. We must not lose sight of the 
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fact that the health of the child begins before he is 
born and that much attention should be given the ex- 
pectant mother. To help in the promoting of health 
for our community we must continue our community 
and school health education program. I am sure that 
through the joint efforts of your community and your 
public health nurses we can look forward to still great- 


er accomplishments in our health work.

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NURSEH’S REPORT 


To the Selectmen, 


Town of Waltham, Maine 


I herein submit a brief report of services rendered 
the town of Waltham by the Hancock County Tuber- 
culosis and Health Association, January 1, 1949 to 
December 31, 1949. 


During the year fifteen visits have been made to 
the town, at which time the Longfellow and Stetson 
schools were visited for the purpose of giving class- 
room inspection, to check up pupils having Seven 
Points of health, and to give individual inspection to 
pupils who were absent at the time of previous in- 
spections. 


The annual physical inspection was given the 
Longfellow and Stetson School pupils December 8th 
and consisted of the routine weighing and measuring, 
the Snellen’s test for vision, the whisper test for hear- 
ing, inspection of the teeth, throat, and for postural 
defects, the skin for rashes and sores, and personal 
cleanliness, as well as for infectious diseases, the result 
as follows: 


No. pupils who have defective vision 1 
No. pupils who have eye strain 1 
No. pupils who have inflamed eyelids a 
No. pupils who have decayed teeth 14 
No. pupils who have permanent decayed teeth 6 


No. pupils who are 20% or more overweight iL 
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Of the (20) pupils inspected (14) were found to 
have remedial defects, (6) having Seven Points of 
health and eligible for the Seven Point pin and certi- 
cate. Since previous inspections two have had defects 
corrected, (1) vision corrected with glasses, and one 
dental. 

Notice sheets were sent to the homes, giving the 
defects of each individual child. 

The State Division of Tuberculosis Control has 
sponsored two Diagnostic Chest X-ray Clinies during 
April and October for all Hancock County patients and 
their contacts. These clinics are free and held at the 
Ellsworth City Hall, two attended this year and were 
X-rayed. 

In closing we wish to express thanks and appre- 
ciation to all who have given their assistance to make 
the work possible.

- The financial status of the Town is presented on 
the Balance Sheet and comments regarding the various 
items, in the order of their appearance thereon, are as 
follows: . 
Cash: 


The cash balance at the close of the year was on: 
deposit at the Union Trust Co., Ellsworth, Maine. The 
check book balance was reconciled with the bank state- 
ment as of February 28, 1951 and found to be in agree- 
ment. | 


Accounts Recewable: 


This receivable represents the amount due from 
the State as reimbursement for the State’s share of 
snow removal costs, and a bear bounty. 


Taxes Recewable: | 

The records of the Tax Collector were examined | 
and the warrant of commitment was in agreement with 
the Assessors’ records. 


The commitment was accounted for by cash collee- 
tions of $6,419.66, abatements of $3.00, discount $85.03 
and uncollected 1950 taxes amounting to $119.75. 


Tax liens: 


The outstanding liens were transferred to the Tax 
Acquired Property Account. 
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Deferred Revenue: 

Prepaid 1951 excise taxes were received prior to 
the closing of the books for 1950. This credit is car- 
ried forward to the 1951 municipal year for proper 
application. 


Surplus: 

At the close of the municipal year, the Town had a 
net surplus of $3,717.41 as compared with $2,565.51 the 
previous year. This amount is made up of the appropri- 
ated surplus (appropriation balances forward) of 
$1,738.39 plus the unappropriated surplus of $1,979.02. 
The items making up the appropriated surplus appear 
on Exhibit D and an analysis of change in unappropria- 
. ted surplus is presented in Exhibit E of this report. 


Trust Funds: | 

The Ministerial and School Fund and its invest- 
ments were examined and found properly invested. 
All income was credited to the school account. 


General: | 

The fidelity bonds of the various Town. Officials 
were examined and found to be in order and properly 
recorded. at 


Revenue obtained from 1950 excise taxes was 
checked with the receipts and found to be properly ac- 
counted for.

The annual report of the Waltham School Depart- 
ment is herewith presented for consideration at the 
119th annual town meeting. 


During the 1951-52 municipal year, the following 
teachers were employed.

For the 1951-52 school year, there are eight pupils 
from Waltham enrolled at Ellsworth High School — 
two seniors, four juniors, and two freshmen, while the 
current tuition rate is $165.00 per year, it is expected 
that the rate for the next school year will approximate 
$195.00 and that it will boost tuition cost about $350.00. 
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From an examination of present and anticipated 
school enrollments, it would be good administration to 
close one of the schools at the end of the school year 
and either school all elementary pupils at one building 
or arrange for the seventh and eighth grade pupils to 
be conveyed and schooled as tuition pupils in a nearby 
town. Hither arrangement would reduce the appropri- 
ation by at least $1000. 


The balance in the general, or school maintenance, 
account which was built up during the past few years 
should serve as a cushion to absorb the effect of the 
drop in state revenue approximating $700.00 next Dec- 
ember. This decrease under the new method of 
computing state aid for education as forecast in last 
year’s report. The proposal was enacted by the Legis- 
lature as Chapter 386 of the Public Laws of 1951 and 
became effective August 20, 1951. Under this new law, 
the following types of subsidy laws have been repealed: 
(1) high school tuition; (2) school enrollment; (3) 
conveyance from closed school districts; (4) teaching 
positions; (5) equalization. 


The statutes now provide that the state shall be 
a partner of the town and share on a percentage basis 
total net school operational cost of the town. The 
percentage depends on the class into which a town 
falls when its latest state valuation is divided by the ‘ 
number of pupils residing in the town and being 
schooled at public expense. 


Waltham is in class 3 and entitled to a state alloca- 
tion amounting to 45 per cent of its tolal net school | 
operating cost provided the legislative appropriation 
for general purpose educational aid is large enough to 
make full payment to all towns.

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While the appropriation for the general school 
maintenance account may be reudced by as much as 
$1200.00—and two schools maintained for another year 
—it is recommended that the cut be limited to $300.00 
this year so that the full effect of the drop in state 
funds will not be felt until 1954. 


The balance in the special account plus an appro- 
tion amounting to 45 per cent of its total net school 
priation of $400.00 this year would permit the purchase 
of much needed school equipment and furniture as 
well as continued building maintenance and repair. 

Sincere thanks and appreciation are extended to 
all who have helped make the past year successful.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


January 1 to December 31, 1951 


The public health nurse is one member of a team 
that renders health services to families and communi- 
ties. Her work centers on the family and stretches 
out from the home into all parts of the community. 

he serves both as a nurse and a health teacher. In 
carrying out her activities, she works closely with the 
family physician and cooperates with other profes- 
sional workers and community groups. 


Following is a brief summary of the public health 
nursing service rendered in Waltham during the year 
1951. Health supervision calls have been made to in- 
fants and preschool children. In the spring a town im- 
munization clinic was held. At that time, sixteen 
school children received immunizations. This means 
that a very high percentage of the children in Waltham 
have been protected against whooping cough, diph- 
theria, tetanus and smallpox. In June, Waltham com- 
bined with Eastbrook to hold a Child Health Confer- 
ence. At that time seven infants and preschool child-: 
ren received physical examinations. Two were vacci- 
nated against smallpox and one started immunizations 
for whooping cough, diphtheria and tetanus. 


A job which concerns all of us is Civil Defense. 
Our Civil Defense authorities and Red Cross need our 
help and cooperation. Blood donors are needed. In- 
struction in First Aid is most important. There is a 
job for each and everyone of us and we all need to 
know what to do and how to do it. 
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There are two cheering signs upon the clouded 
horizon. First, there is a rising concern for health in 
families and communities. This concern, long desired 
by public health nurses is encouraging. Second, there 
is an increasing appreciation that teamwork is the 
soundest way in Vphich to render health services. Such 
teamwork has been demonstrated by the cooperation 
of your town officials, Aci heed groups, and the Beats
